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■ How to start the game 

1 . Turn on the power to the 3DO system. 

2. Open the disc tray or lid and insert MYST CD-ROM. 
(CD label must be faced up). 

3. Close the disc tray or lid. The opening movie starts automatically.

■ Moving around 

If the hand Cursor is moved with the directional pad or the mouse, 
its shape will be changed. When the finger shape does not indi- 
cate an object in the next page, it indicates front / back / left / right based 
on the location in the screen. At this time, if the A button is pressed, you 
can move toward the direction it indicates. When you use the mouse, the 
left button will be used as the A button, as in the drawing on page 4. 

If the direction is limited in such case as the location is adjacent to the 
wall, the shape of the hand cursor may not be changed. In this case, if 
the A button is pressed around the center of the screen, you can move to 
the direction. If the A button is pressed around the edge of the screen, 
you can get rid of the point. 





■ Manipulating object 

An object can be taken or moved with the following two methods. 

Just press the A button. 

If the cursor indicates an object such as a switch, it will be finger 
shaped. In this case, when the A button is pressed, you can turn 
on the switch or take the object. 

Pull and move 

If the cursor is shaped as the open hand, the indicated object can 
be pulled and moved. Then if the A button is pressed, the shape 
of the cursor will be changed into the grip hand.

If the C button is pressed during the 
game, the options menu will open. This 
menu is the main menu.

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Load Data 

The items indicated in red have been

The ones in blue are vacant. 

Press the A button after selecting an item

If you load data ; the contents of the previous game will be lost and will be 
replaced with the saved data.
